nthony Cellilli, 35, small-plane pilot and 
sometime mortgage-loan officer from 

Springfield, Massachusetts, became fed- 
eral informant the way most people do: got 
burned his way big score. Badly burned, 
you consider the 15-year-minimum jail sentence 
and $250,000 fine faced for trafficking 
narcotics after state authorities arrested and 
two co-conspirators August 14, 1981, 
Hollywood, Florida, motel room. Cellilli had 
arranged pay undercover agents $38,000 for 
kilogram cocaine. the world illicit drug 
deals, was familiar conjugation: sting, stang, 
stung. And stuck. 

But like growing number criminal defen- 
dants facing heavy charges and long sentences, 
Cellilli made deal with the federal government. 
agreed inform his friends and associates 
reputed coke dealers who. allegedly “laun- 
dered” drug-deal proceeds through real-estate 
for promise Springfield-based federal agents 
intercede his behalf the Florida case. 

January 1982, who was free 
bail, met with Drug Enforcement Administration 
(DEA) Special Agent Edward O’Brien the Harley 
Hotel Enfield, Connecticut, discuss what 
had offer and what wanted return. Ten 
days later, having been granted the status 


“confidential informant,” was “debriefed” 
O’Brien, another DEA official, and IRS special 
agent. According papers file the federal 
courthouse Boston, Cellilli told the authorities 
would provide incriminating information about 
his colleagues but would not testify criminal 
trial against the people whom informed. 
With that agreement, was “turned.” 
Apparently, information obtained 
initial meeting with Cellilli, along with the fruits 
earlier state and federal investigation, gave local 
law-enforcement officials adequate probable cause 
obtain court orders wiretap the telephones 
specific individuals with whom Cellilli was 
associated.

1926-1983

world’s most distinguished chefs, died 
August the age 56, heart attack 
while playing tennis, sport adored.

Every new generation French chefs 


since the 17th century has announced 


that was abandoning artifice and 
weight for nature’s lightness and 
simplicity. But cooking artifice, splen- 
did artifice. “Nouvelle cuisine” was 
simply shorthand phrase referring 
talented group cooks who entered the 
business the same time, time when 
France was wondering where the next 
great chefs would come from. Troisgros’s 
food may have looked simple, but 
didn’t taste that way. 

Cooking leaves behind only memo- 
ries, the most fragile, yet most enduring 
form tribute. direct opposition the 
standard image haute cuisine and its 
intimidating practitioners, Les Fréres 
Troisgros happy place, full light 
and laughter, relaxed small-town fami- 
institution. 

That largely because Jean Troisgros, 
besides possessing the curiosity, dis- 
cipline, and dedication that great artists 
must, was bottom relaxed, small- 
town family man, devoted the busi- 
ness his father left him, devoted his 
and his family, devoted having 
fun. leaves the world surpassing 
number wondrous memories.

Midwives 
have been delivering babies hospitals 
for years, but lately more and more 
women have been

cost hospital birth. One experimental 
birth center, converted two-bedroom 
cottage Beverly, allowed women 
deliver with their families present, and 
with minimum drugs, surgery, 
other medical intervention. pilot

other parts Massachusetts wanted 
open similar centers; thus the DPH 
decided issue regulations ensure 
that deliveries performed such centers 
would safe. 

Unfortunately for women seeking 
avoid hospital births, the DPH soon 
became regulatory battlefield, with the 
Massachusetts Medical Society and the 
College Obstetrics and Gynecology 
opposing their new competitors (de- 
liveries are one the few services 
which hospitals actually make profit; 
many birth centers plan offer the same 
service for only third the cost: $800 
opposed about $2400). 

was July, 1983, before the state 
finally issued proposed guidelines for 
operating the birth centers. These 
proposed regulations, which were un- 
veiled public hearings across the state 
last week, require birth center 
within minutes’ travel time 
hospital, fully equipped handle 
birth-related emergencies, and employ 
the medical director doctor with 
admitting privileges the nearby hospi- 
tal. The medical establishment lost its 
bid, however, have the DPH require 
birth centers have physician present 
during every birth. 

After incorporating concerns raised 
the public hearings, DPH 
submit yet another draft regulations 
the seven-member Public Health Coun- 
cil for approval. all goes according 
schedule, those hoping open birth 
centers should able apply for 
licenses late September.

They are their early almost 

young enough own kids. 
listen them speak their dreams and 
hopes, their frustrations and reverses, 
can easily recall the elation and de- 
pression that age. These Americans 
have plans. They know they have 
make living, course, but they also 
wish create. And though they express 
some self-doubt, they not question 
the assumption that one can plan 
live, grow, create, and even make 
good living. 

Mahmoud Azad 23, and seems 
unable talk about his personal goals, 
about what would like five 
years from now. does not speak 
“lifestyles.” does not talk upward 
mobility creativity. expresses 
neither confidence nor doubt about his 
own future. has given his existence 
others, partly because his own private 
existence has been taken away from him. 

What most criminal act? 


talk with new friends, Americans. 


the total denial civil liberties? the 


torture and execution those who 
oppose him and the innocent, who 
one’s inclination think about the 
future, one’s own future? 

The atrocities the Ayatollah Kho- 
regime has perpetrated the 
name Allah have been written about 
this space before. They must noted 
again, must because Americans are 
still innocents, here and abroad. still 
dare dream, and perhaps useful for 
know that too many places, 
others cannot. 

“My goal,” Mahmoud Azad says, 
Farsi that friend translates, “is the 
independence and freedom that was the 
goal the Iranian revolution the 
beginning.” No, persist, what are his 
hopes and dreams for himself, for the 
individual that Azad? “My goal 
identical with the goal the Iranian 
people and with Rajavi.” 

Massoud Rajavi lives France. 
the leader the National Council 
Resistance, which works both inside and 
outside Iran overthrow 
regime and replace with what they 
insist will truly revolutionary, but 
more compassionate government. The 
council includes the militant Mojahedin, 
who carry guerrilla warfare inside 
Iran. The ayatollah tries exterminate 
the Mojahedin; the government 
officially ignores them 
regards them leftist crowd. From the 
Paris office comes steady 
stream press releases that usually are 
ignored most media: 

“For Immediate -Release, August 
1983, Statement the Paris Office the 
People’s Mojahedin the Dismissal 
the Khomeini Regime’s Commerce and 
Labor Ministers.” 

“For Immediate Release, July 28, 1983, 
Iranian Kurdistan: 240 Suppressive

Than Vehicles and Personnel Carriers 
Forces Are Destroyed.” 

“For Immediate Release, July 22, 1983, 
Callous Execution Female Students 
and Three Other Supporters the 
Mojahedin Shiraz.... Mahboobeh 
Jeddi, aged 17, high school student, 
arrested months ago; Roya Hajiani 
Ghotbabadi, aged 14, junior high school 
arrested months ago; Soosan 
Mollazadeh, aged

For the months that the 
Iranian revolutionaries kept our citizens 
hostage, paid lot attention Iran. 
After the hostages returned home, 
January, 1981, our attention diminished. 

But the young Iranians are persistent. 
Like Zionists earlier time, they nag 
us, the streets, the phone, 
leaflets, and person. Like those who 
ally themselves with the blacks South 
Africa, they harp the same themes 
oppression and injustice. 

Some people care. Last month, 
Amnesty International announced that 
had “received reports 5195 executions 
carried out since the revolution 
February 1979. This figure must

Living with people who are chronical- 
mentally ill gives one different sort 
outlook life. Life such family 
extraordinarily stressful fact which 
some mental-health providers seem re- 
markably unaware; firmly believe that 
every psychiatric resident should live 
with “pathological” family for week). 
Siblings particular are fearful, angry, 
and guilty. resented mid- 
night phone calls, his obsessions, his 
tragicomic encounters with the cops. And 
was afraid his dark moods and the 
threat violence against which the fami- 
had precious little recourse. Para- 
doxically, also felt and still feel 
enormous sense love and sadness 
for Terry, brother who would have 
been poet had not 
biochemistry, family background, 
intrapsychic conflict, class, intervened.

two weeks ago was that one 
Andrew Caffrey, who happens 
the very same federal judge 
who spends his spare time telling 
Boston’s elected political leader- 
ship which cops and firefighters 
hire, had just ruled that the 
Hub’s nine new city-council and 
school-committee districts, sup- 
posedly created allow neigh- 
borhood representation those 
bodies, were patently unconstitu- 
tional. 

That is, that those districts, 
which everyone had agreed had 
been drawn based out- 
dated 1975 state census figures 
(likely have overcounted Bos- 
residents 
counting Boston’s minorities), 
ended being blatant viola- 
tion the Supreme long- 
standing “one person, one 
interpretation the Constitu- 
tion’s guarantee equal protec- 
tion. result, Boston 
political scene was thrust into 
chaos,” our paper record 
quite correctly reported. 

And there remains. For the 
record, however, good deal 
the media reaction Judge Caf- 
frey’s admittedly momentous de- 
cision has seemed chaotic well, 
and members the press 


seemed shocked and 


sionally outraged the town’s 
political powers-that-be are. Wit- 
ness, one obvious example, 
no-nonsense 
Mike Barnicle’ angry question 
the hour: “How come took 
Caffrey such long time issue 
opinion about question that 
that complex and has al- 
ready been answered many times 
the past other cities, other 
courts?” Now the answer. 
didn’t take the judge long 
this all, especially when one 
considers that the lawsuit 
challenging the new districts had 
been filed last September, and 
that was mid-March before the 
two sides had even completed 
the complicated discovery-and- 
interrogatory process.

hen bicycle race with 
ironic title the

Are there any money hassles 
and contract disputes?

Blumenthal says. “There are

Even though there 
bewildering number parts, you 
can usually get good idea 
what racer riding looking 
what wearing. 
Professional riders, especially, 
tend plaster themselves with 
manufacturing logos with 
cloth patches their shoulders, 
chests, thighs, and headgear.

Why many male bicycle 
racers shave their legs? 

can give you two reasons,” 
says Bob Evans, the membership 
director the Northeast Bicycle 
Club. “The first one, and the one 
that you are likely hear, that 
easier clean things with 
bandages after fall your legs 
are shaved. But the second reason 
that many riders just think 
looks good probably has more 
truth it.” 

How does one watch bicycle 
race? 

“There are many types 
bicycle races, something 
Americans have hard time 
adjusting to,” explains Bill Far- 
rell, the director the New 
England Cycling Academy, 
Danbury, New Hampshire. 
lot people expect all bicycle 
races have the same rules, like 
baseball football. But not 
that simple. There are time trials, 
criteriums, sprints, 
stage races, and few others. And 
all very different.” 

Some competitions are more 
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fun than others watch. 
Tuesday nights, for example, the 
Northeast Bicycle Club sponsors 
time trials around 10-mile loop 
Concord, Massachusetts. 
Basically time trial personal 
race against the clock: the riders 
line up, get number, and are 
started one-minute intervals. 
Roughly minutes later, they 
reappear huffing and puffing and 
call out their numbers they 
sprint across the finish line. few 
minutes after that they amble 
back their bicycles, get their 
time, groan rejoice, talk bicyc- 
ling with their colleagues for 
few minutes, and home. 

Criterium races, held Thursday 
nights patch high-tech- 
company access roads Bedford, 
are better spectator sport. these 
races, the loop much shorter 
(about mile circumference); 
the riders circle many 
times, speeding around the track 
pack like swarm angry 
bees. Periodically, cyclist will 
break out the group, but 
because the slipstream effect, 
life the pack easier, and the 
temporary leader will usually fall 
back with the others. During the 
last few laps, though, things get 
interesting. Racers start taxing 
their reserves, and the eventual 
winner often noses out his closest 
challenger dead heat. all 
criteriums are probably the most 
understandable Americans: 
they’re just like the Indianapolis 
500, minus engines, two-wheels 
per vehicle, 470 miles, and STP. 

How does bicycling look 
television?

amount energy expended 
while getting the food exceeds 
the amount calories per crab. 

Such time-consuming, messy 
meal acquired taste, but 
there are those who love it. 
recent 25-mile drive from An- 
napolis Baltimore, counted 
30-odd roadside stands selling 
steamed crabs. Some their 
delighted customers were ap- 
parently going eat them the 
car. How, don’t know. 

Still, rather large majority 
crab eaters prefer well, less 
rigorous dining experience. And 
they can get it, too, 
prepared pay for it. Crabmeat 
available almost every good- 
sized Boston-area fish market. 
expensive, around $10 pound. 
But fresh crabmeat expensive 
almost everywhere. One our 
New York correspondents re- 
ports that this summer, pound 
backfin going for 
upwards $15. There are two 
major reasons for this admittedly 
staggering price one obvious, 
one less so. 

you might guess from the 
description how eat hard 
crab, extracting crabmeat for 
commercial preparation and sale 
easy task. It’s extraordinari- 
tedious 
piecework, and though (as 
most piecework jobs) its practi- 
tioners have traditionally been 


ill-paid, the labor cost relatively 
high because productivity per- 
force low. addition, crab 
picking vanishing skill. the 
Chesapeake Bay, 
were almost exclusively black 
when was boy. Now, black 
white, they are almost exclusive- 
elderly. The few newcomers, 
course, work far more slowly. 

now it’s understood how 
many hours work into 
pound fresh crabmeat. But 
costs soar even more because the 
crab not good traveler. 
Crabmeat spoils quickly, and 
freezing destroys its flavor. 
crabmeat freezes, the natural fat 
the meat oxidized, and the 
residue, quote crab (and every- 
thing else) fancier Calvin Trillin, 
like leftover papier-maché.” 

popularity, after hard-shell 
and no-shell comes soft-shell. 
Each spring, some crabs molt 
their hard shells and grow anoth- 
er. this unprotected state they 
can caught, sautéed broiled, 
then eaten, is. Wonderfully 
delicious and one hell lot 
easier do. (No cheaper, though 
soft-shells spoil more rapidly 
than any other kind crab.) 
early spring, when the crabs are 
very small, when soft-shells 


taste best. Sauté them butter. 


little olive oil. When they’re 
golden brown, done. 

All all, recommend that 
you buy your crab the market 
and try prepare yourself. 
Crab isn’t frequently served 
Boston seafood places, and 
often not, frozen. 
Restaurant owners just 
tolerate the spoilage rate fresh 
crab, unless serving 
the volume the big crab houses 
down South. Right now, Maine 
rock crabs are available, live 
already steamed. Take stroll 
through the Yellow Pages, and 
you'll find supplier. Bring 
money. 

There are many prepara- 
tions for crabmeat there are 
chefs. Use your imagination. The 
only tips insist giving are 
eschew sauces (the rich 
enough) and adventurous 
with hot spices. Crab, with its 
strong taste, works well with red 
pepper, curry, and similarly ag- 
gressive flavorings. 

But why the trouble 
all? Why make the effort eat 
creature that’s not plentiful the 
area, that costs bundle, and that 
can massively inconvenient 
prepare and eat? The only accep- 
table answer could give would 
place steamed crab and 
mallet your table, right now. 
All the first-class pleasures 
life involve little time and 
trouble.

$3.50). Chateau Tigné off- 
dry, with full, attractive fruiti- 
ness (1982, $4). ver- 
sion, also off-dry, simpler, but 
fresh and appealing, especially 
$3.50 less (1982). 

the southeast Provence, 
ordinary carafe wine 
rosé and the Provengals 
produce lot under the 
Cétes-de-Provence and Coteaux- 
d’Aix-en-Provence appellations. 
tends fairly dry and 

leasant. hot weather, the 
ocals drink with just about 
everything. Many producers 
have taken using funny-look- 
ing bottles for their rosés, 
make them stand out the 
shelf. Ordinarily wines weird 
bottles are not trusted, but 
you can make exception here. 
looking for dry rosé, 
try Alsatian Pinot Noir. The 
Alsatians call this red wine, but 
one look the color will tell you 
otherwise. Pinot Noirs are less 
aggressively fruity than many 
other rosés and they well with 
food. 

Northern Italy has traditionally 

produced many fine rosés, but 


they are seldom available here. 
Lots good rosato made the 
south though, and these are 
inexpensive and readily avail- 
able. Rivera one best- 
selling rosés; it’s very nice, the 
crisp and dry $4). Less 
distinguished but serviceable dry 
rosés are the shelf for about 
$3. Mastroberardino, one 
southern Italy’s most prestigious 
producers, makes highly re- 
garded Lacryma Christi Rosato. 
recently tried bottle the 1980 
(the only vintage the shelf) 
and found interesting wine, 
though way past its prime and, 
$7.50, overpriced. 

The United States produces 
small ocean rosé, mostly the 
West Coast. All the major wine- 
ries, and many small ones, bottle 
pink wines sometimes several 
different versions. hard 
generalize about American rosés, 
but it’s safe say that most are 
range, 
especially the cheaper, mass- 
market versions. Too many are 
also low acid and thus taste flat 
and dull. 

difficult predict the style 
rosé from its label. the label 
says “soft” “mellow,” the wine 
almost certainly the sweet 
side, but “dry” guarantees 
nothing. Occasionally the label 
will list the percentage residual 
sugar the wine, which 
fairly good guide its sweetness. 
Very roughly, dry rosés have less 
than .75 percent sugar residue 
and off-dry has from .75 1.6 
percent. Some wineries put their 
sweeter wines tall, tapering, 
German-style bottles, and their 
drier wines square-shouldered 
Bordeaux Burgundy bottles, 
but this practice has many excep- 
tions. When doubt, ask your 
retailer. 

The most popular grape 
varietal used American rosés 
the grenache, the grape that 
Tavel rosés are made from. 
California the grenache yields 
very fruity wines with straw- 
berry aroma. Almadén was one 
the first wineries bottle 
Grenache Rosé; their current ver- 
sion (nonvintage, $3) decent 
and fairly dry, but without 
enough tartness give zip. 
Chateau Ste. Michelle, Wash- 
ington state, bottles excellent 
Grenache Rosé (1981, $5), full 
flavored and fairly dry, with 
intense 
From California, 
Grenache (1982, $4.50) another 
winner, much the same style 
the Ste. Michelle. These last two 
wines well with food 
(especially with grilled chicken). 

The grenache isn’t the only 
varietal being used for fine pinks, 
though. California currently has 
more red-wine grapes than can 
handle, and every 
you can think going into rosé 
these days: cabernet sauvignon, 
merlot, zinfandel, 
sirah. Rosés produced from these 
grapes are generally the full- 
flavored side, but style and quali- 
vary widely. Two interesting 
(and delicious) examples what 
can done with one varietal 
are the 1982 Rosés Cabernet 
Sauvignon, one from Simi ($6) 
and the other from Firestone ($5). 
The Simi version brings out full, 
fresh fruit off-dry style; the 
Firestone, which fairly dry, 
emphasizes 
characteristics the varietal. 

Among the many 
(nonvarietal) rosés available, 
Sonoma County 
Rosé (nonvintage, $3.50) fresh, 
pleasant, and fairiy crisp. Petite 
Rosé from Mirassou (1981, $4) 
fruity and charming off-dry 
(though the label calls 

the vintage rosé cur- 
rently available from 1981, with 
the 1982s just starting come in. 
Vintage dates generally 
important for rosés (indeed, you 
should avoid any bottled before

Flight (Knopf, 159 pages, $11.95)

Yet this debut has been largely over- 
looked.

This despite the imprimatur 
the New Yorker, where six these 
stories appeared, and despite rave 
blurb from Ann Beattie. Perhaps it’s that 
the current boom women short-story 
writers leaves little room for newcomer. 
Besides Beattie Mary Robison, 
Bobbie Ann Mason, Jayne Anne Phillips, 
Pesetsky and Corinne Bliss. course, 
individual differences exist. But all these 
women write fiction that’s essentially 
realistic, all concentrate 
nomadic and disconnected contem- 
porary society, all toy with the blurring 
youth and age. Asking readers take 
yet another such vision may seem 
unfair.

Art the West 


Regionalism and the Americanization Grant Wood 


Kenneth Baker 


cannot remember seeing people 
more ease museum exhibition 
than the visitors who have been 
crowding “Grant Wood: The Regionalist 
Vision” New York’s Whitney Museum 
American Art (through September 4). 
Sure what seeing, they 
rarely are when looking modern art, 
viewers have commented freely and 
audibly the straightforward pleasures 
the images. Although its limitations 
are obvious its charms, art 
takes the pressure off audience 
remaining free the pretentious airs 
modernism. But precisely because 
offers little resistance, much his 
work not very memorabie, even 
though remembering one its themes. 
This more than caviling criticism 
after all, the art see lives mostly our 
memories. Many the refractory quali- 
ties modernist art that Wood re- 
nounced serve the purpose making 
hard forget. 

The early works the Whitney 
retrospective make clear that Wood 
knew what was rejecting when 
repudiated modernist painting for 
descriptive art centered his experience 
the Midwest. After intermittent art 
education, first lowa and then 
Chicago, spent some time Paris and 
Italy, where absorbed the paint- 
handling manner, though not the color 
tendencies, Post-Impressionism. Sev- 
eral these early works show Wood 
applying Post-Impressionist techniques 
indiscriminately; his dexterity paint- 
the absence real identification 
between style and subject. 

When Wood returned was 
struck the irrelevance European 
modernism life the Midwest. 
Having lived Cedar Rapids from the 
age 10, was well known there 
versatile craftsman and illustrator; 
was able eke out small income 
teaching art public schools, but 
found necessary accept commissions 
all sorts, from housebuilding and 
interior decoration painting pictures 
for civic and commercial use, and 
executed these commissions with the 
same versatility for which was re-

nowned craftsman. could easily 
turn from academic allegory like 
Adoration the Home (which was 
commissioned real-estate agency) 
the highly refined pastiche Northern 
Renaissance painting that characterizes 
his portrait Susan Angevine Shaffer

Before long, Wood discovered that 
nothing was more natural him than

For the 
length the movie Allen scans Zelig’s 
life brief snippets: his treatment the 
press, his psychotherapy sessions with 
the mousy Dr. Eudora Fletcher (Mia 
Farrow), and his place history 
recounted survivors and contem- 
porary members the intelligentsia 
(including Susan Sontag, Irving Howe, 
and Saul Bellow themselves). 

Much the fun Zelig comes from 
watching one America’s most 
fastidious filmmakers studiously unlearn 
everything he’s ever learned about mak- 
ing movies. last few films, 
particular Interiors and Manhattan, have 
had sterilized look, everyone 
working them had worn masks and 
rubber gloves. (After each advance 
screening Interiors, said, Allen had 
the print washed.)

sunny erotic comedy Pauline 
the Beach recalls the comforting 
sensation many people felt Annie Hall 
that seeing men and women the 
big screen act confused and silly and 
despairing about sex most the 
audience do. Pauline the Beach 
comedy romantic delusion, sort 
beachside bedroom farce about six attrac- 
tive but not too characters 
who meet the sands Brittany and 
spend several hectic days going through 
the motions that time-honored 
the chase. Rohmer presents their erotic 
antics through layers irony, and the 
effect cool, leisurely, detached the 
movie never swoons. Yet the director 
after something else. like good- 
natured anthropologist, sitting back 
have amused, affectionate look the 
machinations the mating game. And 
what succeeds doing getting 
his own wry, probing wavelength. 
Watching the film, become 
anthropologists too. 

The characters bump into one another 
the beach one late afternoon 
August. Marion (Arielle Dombasle), 
tall, glamorous blonde and the 
self-satisfied heroine, out the beach 
with her cousin Pauline (Amanda

Langlet), dark, almost comically per- 
ceptive 15-year-old whose Buster Brown 
haircut makes her look just bit boyish. 
Marion runs into old flame Pierre 
(Pascal Greggory), handsome blond 
surfer wetsuit who immediately falls 
for her all over again. But Marion older 
and wiser now. 28, she’s successful 
Paris fashion designer been mar- 
ried and divorced, and she’s not about 
end her summer rekindling 
lukewarm love affair. Marion, her 
words, wants “burn with desire,” and 
she gets her chance when she meets 
friend Henri (Féodor Atkine), 
globe-trotting ethnologist with tattoo 
his arm and formidable glint his 
eye. Henri about unlikely-looking 
romantic hero you can expect see. 
His dark, thinning hair trimmed right 
down the scalp, and when furrows 
his brow, his hawklike eyes grow Orien- 
tal-thin, giving him the appearance 
lowlife Yul Brynner. Yet Henri indeed 
the film’s hero or, least, its dark 
moral center. And the reason simple: 
world full foolish dreamers, he’s the 
one character who knows who is. 
He’s also the only one with 
romantic aspirations (well into his 30s, 
and with daughter, Henri says he’s 
through searching for passionate rela- 
tionships), and meant under- 
stand that his cool indifference prize 
catch like Marion exactly what makes 
him attractive her. Pauline the 
Beach the rare film that understands 
the way personality colors his 
her sexual presence. Pierre, dashing 
kvetch, puts nick his image almost 


every time opens his mouth. And 
Marion, though she’s got cover 
classic good looks, also has cover 
chic vacuousness; she lacks the warmth 
and the sexy playfulness that would 
make her scrunchy, catlike features truly 
beautiful. But from almost the second 
Henri arrives the beach (wearing 
flaming red shirt that has much the same 
jolting effect the flaming red dress 
Maureen Stapleton wore 
his imposing manner once delicate 
and upfront lets you know he’s man 
incalculable experience, Heming- 
wayesque stud for whom women can 
never the ultimate prize. what 
makes him fascinating. It’s also what lets 
him act like bastard. 

Henri and Marion bed the day 
they meet, and though Marion smitten, 
Henri wants pleasure and freedom 
equal doses. “We had lovely night 
together,” tells her simply. have 
many more.” That sounds like 
thing say, but Henri also 
liberated from the commitments ro- 
mance, and soon his unwavering self- 
ishness has set the farcical 
machinery motion. day two after 
getting together with Marion, Henri 
the second-story bedroom his beach 
house dallying with another eager part- 
ner the beach’s Betty Boopish candy 
girl (Rosette). Marion arrives the house 
the middle their tryst, and Henri, 
thinking fast, shoves the candy girl the 
bathroom with Pauline’s new teenage 
beau, Sylvain (Simon 
making the boy the fall guy for his own 
philandering. This erotic-farce mixup 


you could tell the difference between the 
old footage and the new, the modern 
actors Zelig have been integrated 
seamlessly into the proceedings now 
Allen walking through bustling ‘20s 
Times Square with Mia Farrow, now he’s 
swinging bat back Lou Gehrig. 
the movie shows flag-pole sitters, 
speakeasys, and ticker-tape parades, 
search the screen for glimpse Woody 
the crowd: when he’s there laugh; 
and when he’s not there laugh too 
anticipation. 

Anticipation part what keeps 
our seats, primed. But after minutes 
Zelig (which only minutes long) 
becomes clear that Allen isn’t going 
explore his ingenious central conceit; he’s 
just going rattle along doing amusing 
little riffs it. Here Zelig trekking 
around with Eugene here 
with Eudora Fletcher and Randolph 
Hearst; here’s popular song about him 
called May Six People, But 
Love You.” The movie adheres closely 
the documentary style that Allen 
mocking; Zelig like prologue 
nonexistent work. The most lively sec- 
tions, fact, are not primarily visual 
the “white-room tapes,” records 
(caught “hidden” camera) which 
the mild-mannered chameleon, 
hypnotic trance, spews forth his adora- 
tion his psychiatrist alternately with 
his extreme revulsion her cooking. 
Allen and Farrow who for the most 
part are sweet-faced props get gentle 
rhythm going those scenes. The 
incidentals Zelig are often marvelous: 
there are very straight and funny per- 
formances Sontag, Howe, Saul 
Bellow, Bruno Bettelheim, and John 
Morton Blum (author, told, 
Interpreting And when Zelig 
travels Nazi Germany and joins the 
brownshirts desperate attempt 
become part the masses, get 
delicious sendup Reds. Dr. Fletcher 
searches for him Nazi rallies, finally 
spotting him behind Hitler podium 
during fiery speech, and the film cuts 
mock period feature film that portrays 
the couple embracing tearily before the 
flag the Third Reich. 

Allen doesn’t explain just 
wrong with this human chameleon, but 
his narrator and various philosophers bat 
number ideas around. French 
critics, the movie tells us, Zelig was 
symbol for everything. the en- 
trepreneurial American public stood 
for the notion infinite possibility. 
Susan Sontag sees his self-expression 
aesthetic matter; Irving Howe sug-

tacks. the courtroom 
Judge Steven Hardin (Michael Douglas), 
and astounding bit legal games- 
trial for the murder five elderly 
women. The case against him iron- 
clad, but there’s problem with the key 
piece evidence handgun bearing 
the fingerprints. the defense 
attorney blithely explains, the police 
picked the gun garbage truck, just 
after was dumped out the 
trash can; since the weapon had yet 
mixed with the rest the garbage, 
was still private property, and Douglas 
has choice but declare the evidence 
inadmissible and throw the case out 
court. This legal loophole 
outrageous it’s comic, and that’s the 
whole point: from the start, The Star 
Chamber tells you that the American 
justice system has completely fallen 
apart, that the scummiest criminals alive 
the ones everybody knows are guilty 
are getting off scot free. Extreme 
measures are needed right such 
wrongs. Measures like the Star 
Chamber, secret society judges who 
assemble dark, smoky rooms, hand 
down guilty verdicts criminals who 
sleazed out the mainstream courts, and 
dispense hit men administer little 
old-fashioned justice. After sitting 
through several more cases like the one 
above, Douglas, spurred his 
smooth-talking mentor (Hal Holbrook), 
joins this crew armchair vigilantes. 
And finds out that taking the law into 
your own hands entails more peril and 
bargained for. 

The Star Chamber means sort 
thinking man’s Dirty Harry, and for 
while it’s carried along the sterling 
craftsmanship director Peter Hyams. 
Hyams knows how stage chase scene 
through parking garage that you feel 
like ducking for cover. (The director uses 
steadicam, did Outland, and 
the result puts the viewer the 
seat.) And the courtroom episodes are 
fun even when you know how crudely 
your sympathies are being toyed with; 
you watch them you might circus 
freak show, waiting for the next legal 
deformity. Still, The Star Chamber never 
packs the punch Dirty Harry, 
because Hyams trying for liberal 
even-handedness that overwhelms the 
simple, shoot-from-the-hip structure 
the genre. The best vigilante films like 
Walking Tall are primal myths; 
about taking the law into your own 
hands not just because what you 
believe “politically” but because (as 
the myth goes) taking vengeance 
those who’ve wronged you man’s 
God-given right. This only works, how- 
ever, when our identification with the 
outraged parties strong that 
murderous crusades. The Star 
Chamber, you never believe that these 
highly respected judges have joined 
clandestine courtroom because they’re 
mad hell. The nine anonymous 
justices the Star Chamber sit calmly 
their suits and bow ties, looking for all 
the world like convention high- 
school English teachers; ready 
hand out grades, not verdicts. 

turns out, Hyams doesn’t want 
identify with them. disorienting 
flip-flop, suddenly expected wag 
our fingers disapproval the judges 
turns out that their activities may 
result the murder pair 
innocents. And since Douglas brought 
the alleged crooks the 
attention, it’s who parts ways with the 
court, taking the streets stop the hit 
man. This reversal sympathies pat 
that the movie never quite recovers.

Lawyers Love has two such numbers. 
“Downtown,” which recalls the equally 
facile “Boulevard” (from Hold Out), 
shocks only when Browne quotes Petula 
Clark amid his hick gushing about rats 
and winos. for the generic couple 
“Tender the Night,” can offer only 
that indeed their young love tender. 

clear that Browne has nabbed the 
premise for his no-opening-act, two-and- 
a-half-hours-with-a-marvelous-person 
live show from Bruce Springsteen, that 
crucial figure who melded the archetypes 
singer/songwriter and rocking auteur.

rarely remembered instance, Bob Thiele 
developed during Impulse’s golden ‘60s 
(humbly) producing John Coltrane 
and Pharoah Sanders 
triumphed the ‘70s (virtually) 
inventing tasteful soul-jazz fusion.

Pressings are exemplary, 
and each box contains hefty booklet 
liner notes, revised discographies, and 
rare photographs.

The Mosaic collection reinforces the 
impression that Monk’s approach had 
reached maturity long before these 
sessions.

The Complete Pacific Jazz and Capitol 
Recordings the Original Gerry 
Mulligan Quartet and Tentette with Chet 
Baker (five discs) bears its cumbersome 
title out necessity. does not offer 
complete record the original Mulligan 
quartet, since that band also recorded for 
Fantasy (eight titles, now the Prestige 
Mulligan/Baker twofer) and GNP. 
also not the complete Pacific Jazz 
Mulligan with Baker, since the lukewarm 
Reunion album has been omitted. For 


accuracy’s sake, the title should have 
been stretched even further, include 
“featuring Lee Konitz,” since the alto 
saxophonist guests with the Quartet 
the final dozen tracks, dominating the 
ones taped live The Haig, the band’s 
Los Angeles headquarters. 

This, the largest Mosaic set (62 tracks, 
them never before issued), covers 
the briefest period exactly one year, 
from the trio sessions minus Baker the 
final lineup with Konitz. During this time 
the most delicate yet sinewy group 
conceptions took shape, with constant 
melodic interplay between the 
baritone sax and 
Mosaic’s chronological presentation al- 
lows hear the band crystallize (on 
the fourth date, from October and 
Baker gain depth soloist (from the 
March ‘53 session forward). Mulligan’s 
deft writing and arranging were essential 
the Quartet’s success: fashioned 
glowing original lines (“Nights the 
Turntable” and “Five Brothers” among 
the best) and adapted pop songs (like 
You Glad that 
never sound precious his casual, West 
Coast jazz context. 

Two projects that build upon the 
Quartet are instructive different ways. 
Eight performances the Tentette 
evoke the Miles Davis Nonet that 
Mulligan contributed writer and 
soloist.

Konitz, 
his work with the Quartet, brings 
intellectual passion his improvising 
that beyond Mulligan’s comfortable 
riffs and vulnerability. The pro- 
gram standards similar those 
Konitz has favored for more than 
years, but his alto has rarely sounded this 
inspired. These Konitz tracks can still 
found cutouts, but much the 
Quartet material has long been un- 
available. 

Even rarer The Complete Blue Note 
Recordings Albert Ammons and 
Meade Lux Lewis (three discs), since only 
two its cuts have appeared 12- 
inch albums. This not the complete 
Ammons Lewis Blue Note (band 
tracks including both pianists are sched- 
uled for future Mosaic box); and 
throws earlier Lewis solo made for 
British Parlaphone. But does offer the 
complete solo and duet work that these 
boogie-woogie titans did for producers 
Alfred Lion and Frank Wolff, style 
that got the greatest independent jazz 
labels into the marketplace. Blue 
tracks solos and duets Ammons 
and Lewis, presented here 
entirety, are four succeeding Lewis 
dates (he plays harpsichord for one) done 
between 1940 and ‘44. all, there are 
nine Ammons solos (four never before 
released), Lewis (three new items), 
and two duets (one which new). 

lot blues and boogie, this 
Mosaic project may most interest 
the specialist. Still, worthwhile 
explore the gamut bass-line figures 
and blues licks these pianists use, and 
compare Ammons’s insistent and 
piledriving attack with reflective 
approach their shared session. (Lewis 
could also barrel along, his “Honky 
Tonk Train Blues” makes clear.) The 
harpsichord numbers are nice diversions, 
with Lewis toughening response 
the inability sustain 
tones, and the duets are congenial 
without challenging the pre-eminence 
solo boogie woogie. 

The bottling these fine vintages has 
been achieved with understated style. 
Packaging not lavish, but the black- 
and-white photos the covers and 
the booklets complement the frankness 
the music. one programming 
quibble with the Ammons/Lewis box, 
which sacrifices chronological sequence 
order fit all the Ammons solos 
and duets onto single record. would 
have preferred straight program the 
first Blue Note session, which would 
have alternated Lewis and Ammons 
performances and provided needed 
variety.

embraced just and proper performers 
and onlookers alike, and trumpeter Wynton 
Marsalis seems embody the right-thinking 
improviser the The son neglected New 
Orleans pianist, Marsalis boasts second-genera- 
tion-jazzman pedigree. His work shows mature 
idealism enflamed youthful ambition, brassy 
self-assurance muted gentleman’s decorum, 
reverence toward the music’s history and 
machismo drive toward furthering its evolution. 
course, none this would matter Marsalis 
lacked the skill back his aims. Although it’s 
difficult fault him trumpeter and bandleader, 
wonder what says about this era jazz that 
resolutely conservative young musician has 
become its cynosure. 

Marsalis has two bravura new albums one 
jazz album featuring quintet, the other 
program Haydn, Mozart, and Hummel with 
Raymond Leppard conducting the National 
Philharmonic united the reverence each 
conveys for the touchstones its respective 
idiom. Trumpet Concertos record any 
trumpeter could proud and jazz listener 
need fear. One need hardly intimate with the 
classical repertoire appreciate techni- 
cal prowess and interpretive humility, 
recognize the Haydn concerto (1796) the 
transcendent sweep epochal piece music. 
Next the Haydn, the playful Mozart concerto 
major (1762) sounds lightweight, and the 
Hummel (1804) turns cheesy its orchestral 
pomp. But the Hummel the showcase that 
encourages trumpeter flaunt his virtuosity 
over the entire range the horn, and fun 
listening Marsalis show off. His few trans- 
gressions these concertos (the extra spin 
applies his trills the final movement the 
Haydn piece, for example) are merely venal 
exuberance.

Producer Conrad Silvert brought San Francisco 
dozen his favorite soloists (Wayne 
Shorter, Herbie Hancock, Bobby Hutcherson, 
Marsalis) and deployed them random combina- 
tions. The predictable, jam-session rodomontade 
ensued, but this twofer worth hearing only for 
Wayne Shorter’s inky, enveloping tenor (not 
exactly plentiful commodity these days) and its 
blistering Marsalis and “Sister 
Cheryl.” But the remaining titles indicate

“Donna Lee”), and even classical

exasperating search for new twists, Anger and 
Marshall turn more commercial modes; the six 
originals, most written Marshall, wallow 
trough pop clichés. plods through

Make your 
characters sound like full-bodied, 
three-dimensional people. Give 
them problems their child- 
hood. Give them spouses, chil- 
dren, unpaid mortgages.

Assessing the controversy over teaching nuclear war the classroom

tudents 
social-studies class Pros- 

pect Park, Pennsylvania, 
were recently divided into two 
groups for role-playing simula- 
tion game part new lesson. 
the game, one group repre- 
sented the US, the other, the 
USSR. set the stage for the 
simulation, students were told 
that conventional warfare had 
erupted between and Soviet 
forces West Germany and 
Yugoslavia. Additional fighting 
had developed between US- and 
Soviet-supplied 
Nicaragua. was the 
students decide how they 
would resolve the conflict the 
best advantage their own 
“countries” either ordering 
the deployment nuclear 
weapons settling the issue 
through compromise and 
diplomacy. After fierce nego- 
tiations, the Soviet team saw 
peaceful resolution the con- 
flict. They opted launch 
nuclear warhead. 

Last May, the Wall Street 
Journal reported the results 
this classroom exercise, 
ercise that grew from the use 
controversial curriculum 
guide. Entitled Choices: Unit 
Conflict and Nuclear War, the

project designed and 
produced the Union Con- 
cerned Scientists (UCS) 
cooperation with the National 
Association (NEA) 
and the Massachusetts Teachers’ 
Association, regional branch 
the NEA, Choices attempts 
offer teachers way present 
the issue nuclear war 
students through lessons and 
projects covering topics such 
the nature nuclear arms, the 
history the arms race, and the 
ramifications nuclear conflict. 
Choices also 
showing alternatives violence 
means resolving conflict 
both individual and inter- 
national scales. 

Choices not the first text 
bring the topic nuclear war 
the classroom, nor the most 
controversial. But Choices does 
represent the first organized na- 
tional attempt integrate 
formal discussion nuclear war 
into existing classroom curricula. 
More important, the manual 
backed and promoted the 
NEA, the nation’s largest teach- 
ers’ organization, 
ment that incites critics the text 
and one that has thrust nuclear 
education into the middle 
volatile nationwide debate. 

The dividing 
educators, parents, 
cians (and the controversy for 
which Choices garnered national 
attention) not only over how 
the issue nuclear war should 
discussed primary and 
secondary classrooms, but 
whether the issue should 
discussed the classroom all. 
Political and philosophical lines 
are drawn sharply and the 
debate heated any con- 
troversy concerning the educa- 
tion American children 
including those over sex educa- 
tion, busing, prayer schools. 

And with good reason. 
invite argument. The concept 
once abstract and real, 
private and universal, im- 
possible and immediate, that 
baffles diplomats and 
philosophers well teachers 
and kids. Everyone has dif- 
ferent relationship the fear. 

According recent study 


published the American Psy- 
chiatric Association, more than 
percent American 
schoolchildren are aware the 
threat nuclear war before they 
reach the age 12. The study’s 
authors, Harvard psychiatrists 
and nuclear freeze activists Drs. 
William Beardslee and John 
Mack, assert, “Children are deep- 
disturbed the threat 
nuclear war.” After analyzing the 
clinical effects the issue had 
the children they studied 
nightmares, apathy, anxiety 
Beardslee and Mack warn, “We 
may raising generation 
without hope, without promise 
future, cyncial about the adult 
world, and helpless change it.”
